If he is dead, we ask that the 
Soviet government provide complete Information on his years of 
captivity since the Soviet Secret Police took him Into "protective 
custody" in January 1945. 

It is my sincere hope that you will bring the tragic case of 
Raoul Wallenberg up during the November sumnit.
